NEW TRUCK PURCHASED 

The combination of a hard winter, 
an increase of Narberth's proportion- 
ate costs, and borough economy will 
j prevent the contemplated resurfacing 
I of Windsor avenue from Essex to 
Iona avenues. 

Narberth Council on Monday de- 
cided against the project because 
county aid appropriations had been 
decreased from 75% to 70%, which 
increased the borough's share for 
three highway applications from 
$0,175 to ?7,410. Also the cost for 
removal of ice and snow this year has 
cost the borough $463 whereas only 
$150 had been appropriated for that 
purpose. 

Robert F. Wood, chairman of the 
Highway Committee, recommended 
the withdrawal of the Windsor ave- 
nue resurfacing application, lest coun- 
cil exceed its budget for this work. 

Applications for county aid are 
still filed for the new road construc- 
tion on Conway avenue from Price to 
Sabine, and the resurfacing of Essex 
avenue from Haverford to Montgom- 
ery. The total cost of these two pro- 
jects is $18,700 of which the borough's 
share would amount to $5,610. 

Of the total expenditure of the 
Highway Department for February 
only $4.00 was for cinders, while 
$1,058.55 was the cost of labor includ- 
ing that of several extra workmen. 

Council accepted the bid of the Au- 
tocar Company for a three and one- 
half ton dump truck to cost $3,498.60 
net. It also approved the Property 
Committee's recommendation that a 
caused by an overloaded 
ine, at the Narberth Com- 
munity Building, be remedied.
